Hon. Eugene Black has given out 
the following statement to the press 
of the First District of Texas: 


The extra session of Congress which 1 
ootnened on April 2nd, in response to 
the call of President Wilson adjourn­ 
ed Saturday. October, 6th and 1 have 
returned to Texas to remain until the 
next regular session which convenes 
the first Monday in December. 


Naturally the topic of most serious 
concern to our people, is the war 
and its attendant problems, and many 
questions are asked as to its proba­ 
ble duration and what are the pros­ 
pects for an early peace. 
To these questions 1 can only an ­ 
swer, 1 do not know but this 1 do 
know: We are in the war and as loy­ 
al American citizens we must stand 
behind it and support it until a last­ 
ing and an honorable peace can be 
obtained. 
Any less allegiance than this will 
be a failure to meet the most 
ele­ 
mentary duty and obligation of citi­ 
zenship.

It 
13 desired to sell at least three bil­ 
lions of dollars of these bonds of the 
present Issue and Mr. McAdoo ex­ 
presses the hope that when the last 
day for subscription is reached, Oct.
